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Some years ago my husband Donald Ferguson Palmer on receiving from 
his Father, Earl Palmer, the original will (written in his own handwriting) of 
his great grandfather, John Palmer - born in 1766, decided to trace his Palmer 
line back to the first Palmer who came to this country. This proved to be a 
baffling experience as early genealogists greatly confused the several William 
Palmers who came to Plymouth, Mass. 


I had always hoped this might be straightened out as my children seemed 
interested in their Father's line. Quite by accident my Father, Louis Sanford 
Rice found in the genealogical notes in "The Hartford Courant" an item by a 
Mrs. Horace Palmer of Madison, New Jersey, about a Palmer genealogy. He 
wrote to her and through her kindness I was able to get the early history of the 
family. 


In 1925 she and her husband went to Plymouth, Mass. where they studied | 
the original records and made copies of all the original records pertaining to 
the first William Palmers that came to this country. Mr. Palmer then wrote an 
article straightening out the various men. This was published in the Boston 
Transcript and is accepted as the correct record of these original settlers. 


In 1905 a Doctor Byron Palmer of Palmyra, New York, wished to establish 
his immediate line of ancestors back of his great grandfather ~- to do this he sent 
out questionnaires to hundreds of Palmers throughout the United States. Many 
family records were sent to him. These are the basis for much of his research. 
He maintained an office and employed two secretaries to tabulate and record this 
information as it came in. In 1915 Mr. Horace Wilbur Palmer of New York City 
became interested in genealogical research and worked with Dr. Palmer. After 
the death of Dr. Palmer in 1927 Mr. Horace Palmer was asked to continue the 
research, After due consideration and conferences he agreed to review the 
records and determine the advisability of continuing the work - Thus the work of 
Dr. Byron Palmer was taken over by Mr. Horace Palmer who added to Dr. 
Palmers records and was putting them in shape for publication or preservation 
for future generations. He continued this until his death in 1953. He maintained 
an office in the Singer Tower in New York City and had a secretary. He left 
7,000 pages of Palmer genealogy which involved nearly fifty years of research 
by Dr. Palmer and Mr. Horace Palmer and many assistants. 


At the invitation of Mrs. Palmer I went to her attractive home in Madison, 
N. J. She very graciously showed me the exhaustive family records. She is 
carrying on her husband's work, numbering the pages and indexing the manuscripts, 
60 some time it can be published or a manuscript copy placed in the New York 
Library. It is a most unusual family record as references are given for almost 
every statement. Mr. and Mrs. Palmer traveled extensively throughout the 
United States examining deeds, mortgages, wills and church records and geneal- 
ogists were also consulted. It is all very complete. Two fortunes have been 
spent gathering this material, 
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The name Palmer had its origin during the Crusades (1100 AD) when these 
early English people made pilgrimages to the Holy Land, on their return journey 
these Pilgrims bore Palm Branches as symbols of their visit. They were called 
Palm Bearers, or Palmers. 


From "British Family Antiquities'' page 2 "Burkes Dictionary of Heraldry" 
states ''The founder of the ancient and noble family of Palmer was a Norman 
soldier who having distinguished himself in single combat against the Saracens 
received Knighthood from the King on the field of battle. This Norman soldier 
was Sir Ralph Palmer, Knight of Sussex in 1307 AD. '' 


I only wish the outline of the family I have added to this record was as 
thorough and interesting as the material contributed by Mrs. Horace Palmer, 


Dorothy Rice Palmer 
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PALMER OF PLYMOUTH, MASS. 


The earliest history of this family begins with William Palmer, who is 
mentioned in the list of passengers that came in the ship ''Fortune'' by Charles 
E. Banks in his book, ''The Planters of the Commonwealth", published in 
1928, as being a nailer of Stepney, London. This ship left London in August, 
1621 and arrived at Cape Cod, Mass., Nov. 9, 1621, with 35 passengers, all 
of them coming from London. William had listed with him a servant by the © 
name of '' Carvanyell. "' 


Thus this William Palmer is the first one by the name of Palmer to come 
to New England or to any other section of America except Virginia, where we 
find a Thomas Palmer coming, also in 1621, the day and month not known, but 
probably earlier than Nov. 9. The ship ''Fortune" was the second ship to come 
to the Plymouth Colony, the Mayflower being the first one, arriving on Nov. 21, 
1620. In the ship "Anne", the third ship to come over to Plymouth, which 
arrived there about July 10, 1623 with 60 passengers, Banks lists as passengers 
Mrs. Frances Palmer and William Palmer Jr. (pp. 50, 52-54). 


There were other Palmers in Plymouth Colony, but not of this family and 
net related as far as we have been able to ascertain. It will help to avoid con- 
fusion into which earlier writers have fallen if we distinguish between these 
different families of Palmers in colonial Plymouth. These other Palmers, who 
were later arrivals in the colony, came there after the death of William, the 
nailer. 


These other Palmers are as follows:-- 


(1) William Palmer of Yarmouth, Mass. with wife Judith Feake, who was 
one of the original settlers in that place in 1639, later being a Lieut. under 
Capt. Miles Standish, and in 1653 moving to Newtown, L.I., where he died, and 
his widow with the children then settled in Greenwich, Conn. His wife Judith 
Feake was a daughter of James Feake, goldsmith, of London, who had a sister 
Alice who married Tobias Dixon, haberdasher of London, on Feb. 14, 1619/20 
at Stepney, County Middlesex, according to the marriage licenses granted by 
the Bishop of London (Frost Gen. , 1912, p. 356). This reference to prepay may 
indicate some relationship between these two William Palmers. 


(2) John Palmer, who was first at Hingham, Mass. in 1635 and moved 
to Scituate in Plymouth Colony about 1650, where he continued to reside the 
rest of his life, and where his descendants continued for many years thereafter. 


(3) Thomas Palmer of Scituate, who was probably related to John of 
Hingham and Scituate, but not to William Palmer of Plymouth, as some writers 
have stated, reference to said relationship being made hereinafter. 


(4) Walter Palmer, who came in 1628 to Salem, Maas. and settled in 
1629 in Charlestown, Mass., later settling in Rehoboth in the western section 
of the Plymouth Colony about 1643, ahd later moving to Stonington, Conn. Among 
his children was a son William, who was also mentioned in the Plymouth records. 
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It should be understood that there was no early narrative history of the Ply- 
mouth Colony. Such histories as we have were constructed chiefly from four 
sources, each incomplete initself. First: the colony record books, of which 
the Deed Book was begun first, when in 1627 the original contract between the 
colonists and the financing company in England came to an end, as noted below, 
and land transfers began. The Court Records began (or at least the first 
extant entries were made) January !, 1633 (N.S.). The Books of Wills was 
opened at about the same time. Second: Governor Bradford's "History of New 
Plymouth, '' which is mainly an account of the beginnings, aims, struggles, 
controversies and experiences of the colonies. Third: Letters between Bradford 
and others at Plymouth on the one hand, and their agents in England and various 
of the "Merchants and Adventurers. '' Fourth: Mourt's "Relations, or Journal of 
the Pilgrims at Plymouth". 


When the Pilgrims sailed for America they were under a seven-year contract 
with a financing company known as ''The Merchants and Adventurers of London", 
which furnished transportation, equipment and some maintenance, in return for 
which the colonists were to pay in furs, fish and lumber. Only two other pro- 
visions need be mentioned here, One of these was that (aside from any money 
investment) each colonist was credited with one ''share'' in the enterprise for 
each adult member of his family, which was specified as a person sixteen years 
old, with two children from ten to sixteen counting as one adult. The other pro- 
vision was that all land, equipment and products should be held in common, with , 
no opportunity for private profit by hunting, fishing or otherwise. 


The plan for communal land,on which the Merchant- Adventurers insisted, 
was from the first doomed to failure, for, as Bradford pointed out, there was no 
incentive to individual effort. So, on the suggestion of some of the leaders in 
the colony, in the spring of 1623, small parcels of ground were assigned to such 
individuals as desired them, for private cultivation, but ''not for inheritance". 
So abundant was the resulting yield that a great thanksgiving~-the Great Thanks- 
giving was held that fall. The authorities were so well pleased with the experi- 
ment that the next spring, 1624, a single acre was assigned to each person or 
"share", As this was still "not for inheritance", the arrangement was not an 
actual violation of the contract, which had yet three years to run. The "experi- 
ment!'' saved the hope, and so the life, of the Plymouth Colony. 


_ Several reasons led the Pilgrims to negotiate a new contract along different 
lines, when the old bargain with the Merchant~- Adventurers expired in 1627. 
Under its terms, eight of the leaders in the colony and four friends in England 
assumed payment of the debt to the London Company. These twelve were styled 
"The Undertakers", while the rest ef the colonists backing them up were styled 
"She Purchasers", The latter agreed to turn over all trade and management to 
the former for six years. One of the first of the new administrative acts was to 
divide the livestock (until then held in common) equitably among the settlers. 
They did this by forming nearly equal groups of persons, combining small fami- 
lies in some cases, and attaching single individuals to some group. They made 
the same number of lots of the cattle, consisting of goats, pigs and a few cows, 
“equalizing for goodness''. Then they apportioned the livestock to the family 
groups by drawing lots. 
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Even more significant than the division of the cattle was the release of 
the land for private ownership. Each "share'' was given, if desired, twenty 
acres to have and to hold, not including the natural meadow land, which was 
,assigned from year to year for use only as those with cattle needed it. The 
balance of the land was held to be sold off or given away as the community 
grew, thus beginning the American idea of "public domain", 


William Palmer's name first appears in the Plymouth Records in the 
division of the lands in 1623. He received two acres "beyond the first brook 
to the wood west'', one acre being for his son, over 16 years of age, and his 
wife Frances received one acre ''on the north side'' (Ply. Rec. , Vol. 1, p. 5-6). 
In the division by lots of the cattle, cows and goats by the Court on May 22, 
1627, in the 7th lot is found William, Francis William Jr. (Ply. Rec., Vol.l, 
p.11). This 7th lot fell to Stephen Hopkins and his company, which included 
William Palmer and his family. By this division, it loos as if William Jr. 
became of age in 1627 and after this we find his father often called "the elder" 
and his son "the younger". This would make William Jr. born about 1606, _ 
and would mean that William Sr. was born between 1580 and 1585, and his 
wife Frances about the same time. 


In 1627, William Palmer was granted six acres "nere to ye Reede Pond", 
through which flowed Cold Spring Brook, or Third Broak. This was about 
one-half mile north of Plymouth Rock and perhaps twice as far as the present 
Memorial Hall. On Oct. 16, 1632, William, the elder, deeded his house and 
six acres as above "adjoining to ye Reede Pond" to John Holmes (Ply. Rec. 
Vol.1, p. 18). On Oct. 25, 1633, he was a creditor of the estate of Peter 
Brown, and on Nov. 15, 1633, he was a debtor of the estate of J.T. Carpenter 
for a servant (Mayf. , Vol. 1,pp. 81,159). 


On July 23, 1633, a servant of William Palmer's, by name William 
Mendlone, was whipped for attempted misconduct with a maid servant of said 
Palmer and for running away from his master (Ply. Rec., Vol.1,p.15). Palmer 
got rid of this manservant by "selling his time'' as an apprentice to Richard 
Church, As William Palmer then needed an apprentice in his trade of making 
nails, the following entry appears in the Court Orders the following month of 
Aug. 15, 1633: "Whereas, Robert Barker had bound himself an apprentice to 
John Thorpe in the trade of carpentry, the said Thorpe being dead, Alice his 
wife hath turned over his time to William Palmer, Nayler, of Plymouth; the 
said Palmer promising to instruct and teach him his trade of nayling, etc. . 
This item shows clearly that a naylor was not a carpenter, as some have 
thought. The making of nails at that time was by hand.

William Palmer is listed among the freemen in Plymouth in 1633, as 
appears by the first dated entry in the Court Orders, which is preceded by 
this list of Freemen (Vol. 1 of Ct. Ord. p.3). Again, in March 1637, William 
Palmer's name appears in a list of freemen, but after it, in revising the list 
for the following year, the word "dead" is written. In the tax ratings on 
Mar. 25, 1633, he was assessed at 01:07:00 (Vol. 1,p.10), and in the ratings 
on Mar. 27, 1634 he was assessed at 00:18:00, and his son William Jr. was 
assessed at 00:09:00 (Vol. 1, p. 28). 
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Now, after William, the elder, sold his house and six acres on Oct. 16, 
1632, he moved with others and obtained land north of the Jones River, which 
was called Duxbury in honor of Standish's old home in England. A group of 
Plymouth men moved there at this time, including Myles Standish, John Alden, 
Jonathan Brewster, Love Brewster, William Bassett, Stephen Tracy, William 
Spraque, William Palmer, and others. Duxbury was still within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Plymouth Colony. William had also land on ''Eagles Nest Creek" in 
Duxbury which he sold in 1634 to Edward Bumpas, but retained a part of this 
land, which later was sold by his executors to Thomas Besbeech of Scituate 
(Vol. 1, p. 35). 


On Oct. 1, 1634, the Court appointed five persons, to wit, Capt. Miles 
Standish, William Collier, Jonathan Brewster, William Palmer and Stephen 
Tracey to lay out the highways for the Duxbury side, and five other for the 
Plymouth side (Vol. 1,p,31, Ct. Ord.). Apparently, this committee of 1634 to 
lay out the highways had failed to act, and, therefore, on May 2, 1637, the 
Court appointed a special jury or commission, consisting of twelve men from 
both Plymouth and Duxbury, of whom the second one named was William Palmer, 
to complete the laying out of the highways from Plymouth to Duxbury. The 
report of this jury was made July 7, 1637. The road or roadsas laid out began 
from Duxbury at the Jones River, passed northward by or through the lands 
of a dozen settlers, allowed several side "cuts" including. one to Capt. Standish, 
then on north "through John Washburn's ground to William Palmer's gate," 
and so along by Peter Brown, Henry Howland, John Alden, Philip Delanoy, 
Edward Bumpasse and Rowland Leyhorne, to the Green Harbor Path, the same 
to be a way forever." It is thus seen that throughout the records of the Ply- 
mouth Colony it is very evident that William Palmer was one of the leading 
men of the Colony. 


The next entry relating to William Palmer, the elder, concerned his 
will and, by inference, his death. The will is dated Nov. 7, 1637, and was 
probated Dec. 4, 1637, (Ply. Wills, Vol.1,p. 28). The inventory is dated Nov. 
13, 1637 showing the total estate of 111 Pounds, 12 Shillings, 4 Pence, with 
debts of 30 Pounds, 3 Shillings and 11 Pence. Therefore, he died between Nov. 
7 and 13, 1637. A copy of the will follows. 


"I William Palmer of Ducksborrow Nayler being ill in body 
but of pfect memorie not knowing how nere I am to my death think good 
briefly to settle my estate, yet hope if God spare life to set down things 
more perticulerly hereafter. In the meane tyme for the disposing of 
my outward estate this is my will & Testament. Ffirst of all I ordaine 
my loveing friends Mr. William Bradford Mr. Edward Winslowe and 
Mr. Thomas Prence my Executrs. Next of all whereas I have marryed 
a yeong weoman who is deare unto me I desire them to deale will with 
her; but my desire is that my estate consisting of lands houseing goods 
chattels etc. may be sould and turned into money, all but such of my 
moveables as my Executrs aforesaid shall thinke meete to give her for 
her present comfort; next my estate being wholly sould as afore my 
desire is that my wife may not haye lesse than one third thereof. And 
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if in case shee be with child then that one other third of my estate be prserved 
and improved by my Executrs for that child as myne heire. And that if in 
case shee be not with child then I would have myne Executrs as in conscience 
they are pswaded out of the remaynder of my estate deale with Rebecca my 
Grandchild and Moyses Rowley whom I love, but not so as to put it into their 
father or mothers hands but prserve if for them till they come to yeares of 
Discretion. Next my Debts being payd I would have myne Executrs to give 
somewhat to Stephen Tracy and somewhat towards the meeting house at 
Plymouth, also I would have yeong Rowley to be placed with Mr. Patridge 
that hee might be brought up in the feare of God, and to that end if his father 
suffer it I give Mr. Patridge five pounds, And if in case my sonne Henry or 
daughter Bridgett be liveing if they Demand it I give them fourty shillings a 
peece if they be liveing. That this is my Deede witness my hand & Seale the 
seaventh of November 1637. 


Witnesses hereunto The marke of 
Thomas Burnes Willm Palmer. 
William Basset 


. "It wag the will of the Testator that his wyfe should bee ruled by her 
auncient Mr. Edward Winslow in her marriage if she logke to ptake in any pt 
of this estate otherwise not. Also that John Willis have fourty shillings. 

. Witnes 
Thomas Burnes 
William Basset" 


The Will was probated before the Governor and Assistants ata 
Court held on Dec. 4th, 1637, as the will of William Palmer the elder. 


Then follows the Inventory of all the moveable goods of William 
Palmer the elder taken the XIlIth of November, 1637 by Jonathan Brewster, 
Edmond Chaundler, William Basset and John Willis. 


From this will we find that William had a son Henry and a daughter Bridget, 
to whom he gave forty shillings each "if they be living and demand it. This pro- 
vision would seem to indicate that they were not living near William, and as no 
record has ever been found of them, it is quite evident they never came to 
America. Banks does not list them as passengers in any ship. It has been said 
that this Henry refers to Henry Rowley who married Bridget, the daughter, but 
there is no authority whatsoever for this conclusion. 


It has also been said that William Palmer had a daughter Sarah wo married 
Henry Rowley and they had a sen Moses Rowley who is mentioned in the will, 
but here again there is no authority for this statement. Henry Rowley and wife 
were members of Rev. Lathrop's church in Scituate on Jan. 8, 1634/5 and moved 
to Barnstable in 1638. This wife was Anne, the widow of Thomas Blossom, whom 
Henry married on Oct. 17, 1633 as his second wife. Therefore he could not have 
had a wife Bridget on Nov. 7, 1637, the date of William Palmer's will. Moses 
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Rowley was born probably early in 1633 and was by Henry's first wife, who 
could have been Sarah, but there is no authority that Sarah was a daughter of 
William Palmer. 

' Moses Rowley was not called a grandson in the will but was simply spoken 
of as ''whom I love," and it is our conclusion that he was not related in any 

way to William Palmer. If he were a grandchild it would seem that William 
would have called him such, for immediately preceding the mention of Moses 

in the will, William mentioned Rebecca and called her his granddaughter. 

The executors of the will did allow to Moses Rowley of Barnstable on Mar, 7, 
1653 "in respect to the will, '' a cow valued as agreed upon (Vol.3,p.45). This 
was probably at the time Moses became of age, which would make his birth early 
in 1633. Henry Rowley died 1673 without any will, but an inventory of his estate 
shows he had children Sarah, Joseph and Moses. The best explanation is that 
William Palmer mentioned Moses Rowley in his will because he liked him asa 
small child, 


Subsequent to the death of William Palmer and the probate of his will, the 
next item appears in the Court Orders on Jan. 2, 1637/8, when the Court heard 
the case of William Reynolds for being drunk at the house of Stephen Hopkins, 
and witnesses were Widow Palmer and her man, Thomas Little, Stephen Tracey 
and John Winslow, and the record shows that William Reynolds was acquitted 
(Ct. Ord., Vol.1, p. 75). The next reference to William Palmer the elder was 
a deed dated Sept. 7, 1638 by Thomas Pence, Governor of New Plymouth, 
William Bradford and Edward Winslow, as Executors of the will of William Palmer 
of Duxbury, nayler, in which they sold to Thomas Besbeech of Scituate and house 
and lands of William Palmer in Duxbury (Ply. Deeds, Vol. 1 p. 35). 


Now as to William Palmer Jr. or "the younger," he married Elizabeth 
Hodgkins on Mar. 25, 1634 (Ply. Court Orders Vol. 1, p.26), and on the same 
day was rated at 00:09:00 (Vol. 1, p.28). He does not appear among the ratings 
for Mar. 25, 1633, nor any earlier or later. On Jan. 1, 1634/5 at the General 
Court, William Jr. was admitted a freeman in the Plymouth Colony (Vol. 1, p. 32). 
No further record of him is found but an inventory of his estate was filed in Court 
on Aug. 25, 1636, which would indicate that he had died shortly before that time. 
His widow Elizabeth married John Willis before Nov. 7, 1637, the date of the 
will of William Palmer Sr., for Willis is mentioned in the will. 


At a General Court on Jan. 2, 1637/8 John Willis and Elizabeth, his wife, 
sued the executors of the will of William Palmer Sr. for damages for a lot of 
land which the complaints contended he “had a right to by the marriage of his wife, 
who had formerly been the wife of William Paimer, the younger, son of the said 
William, the elder," but the jury found for the deferndents (Ply. Court Rec., Vol. 
Vil, p.7). Ata general Court on Mar. 2, 1651/2, John Willis of Duxbury com- 
plained against Trustum Huil and wife on behalf of his daughter-in-law, Rebecca 
Palmer, in an action of assault and battery for 50 pounds on the ground that "she 
was molested and hindered in performing faithful services unto her master, 
Samuel Mayo of Barnstable. '' The defendents defaulted and the Court ordered 
them to be warned and to appear (Ply. Ct. Ord. , Vol. DI, P.5; Vol. VII, p. 58). 
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This Rebecca is the granddaughter mentioned in the will of William Palmer Sr. 
She was probably the only child of William Jr. and Elizabeth Hodgkins and was 
under age when suit was brought by John Willis against the Hulls, having been 
born in 1634 or 1635, 


Errors have crept into print regarding this William Palmer Jr. Savage 
says he bought land in Scituate in 1633 and that he had children, William and 
Thomas and perhaps others, that he removed to Yarmouth, then Dartmouth and 
then to Long Island, whichis clearly anerror. Dean's History of Scituate says 
he bought land in Scituate in 1633 and had a house between the road and Stedman's 
Mill Pond (now Stockbridge) in 1645, and that his son Thomas succeeded him and 
was living in 1680 but left no family. No records seem to appear to confirm 
these statements by Savage and Dean and, therefore, we think their conclusions 
are incorrect and we do not agree with them. There was a Thomas Palmer in 
Scituate, but we will show in the proper place that he was not a descendant of 
William of Plymouth (See John Palmer Family of Hingham and Scituate). 


Now, did William Palmer Sr. have any further children? The Plymouth 
records give the birth of a William Palmer on June 27, 1634, and he is listed 
among the children of Robert Paddock. A copy of this record is as follows in 
Ply. Rec., Vol. P. 29; 


"Register of some of the children of Robert Paddock, deceased: 
Imprimis, William Paimer, the son-in-law of the said Robert 
Paddock, was born June 27, 1634; Zacharias, son of Robert 
Paddock, born March 20, 1636; Mary, born March 10, 1638; Allis, 
born March 7, 1640; John, born April 1, 1643. Two others 
registered before in this book, "' 


No date of entry is given but some one on behalf of the Paddock family 
filed this record with the Clerk of the Colony in 1663 and it was written in the 
record then. Robert Paddock died in 1650 and his widow was Mary. The term 
"son-in-law" meant at that time either ''step-son" or "adopted son" or he was 
so called because the Paddocks had taken care of the child. The question 
arises as to the parentage of this William Palmer. 


Looking again at the will we do not find mention of any son William, but 
in the inventory we find an item among the debts as follows: "To Goodwife 
Paddock for the child 1 pound, 5 shillings, 2 pence.'' This inventory is dated 
Nov. 13, 1637, six days after the date of the will and was an obligation against 
the estate of William, the elder, at that time. It could not have referred toa _ 
posthumous child as we shall show later, but was for some act that had been 
done by the Paddocks before the death of William. On Oct. 20, 1646, Robert 
Paddock asked the Court for ''an account of which is due unto him by the last 
will and testament of William Palmer, deceased" (Ply. Ct. Ord. , Vol. 2,p.145). 
This demand by Paddock evidently refers to the item in the inventory. 


Continuing further and still referring to the will, William Palmer says 
"Whereas I have marryed a yeong weoman who is deare unto me I desire them 
to deale well with her,'' He gives her a third of his estate, "and if in case she 
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be with child then that one other third of my estate be preserved and improved 
by my executors for that child as myne heire.'' There is, however, no men- 

tion of a William Palmer, who might have been his grandson, or even his own 
son, shown by later records to have been born on June 27, 1634, and, if alive 
tat the date of the will, would have been three years old. 


It is, therefore, my conclusion that William Palmer Sr. may have had 
a son born June 27, 1634, named William after the death of William Jr. who 
died in 1636, and who was taken care of by the Paddocks when young, but who 
died before Nov. 7, 1637, the date ofthe will. The items in the inventory were 
for some child that had been in existence before Nov. 7, 1637 and very likely 
refers to a child who died about 3 years of age or under and whose mother was 
the 'yeong woman, '' but was taken care of by the Paddocks. This may account 
for his name being listed among the children of Robert Paddock thirteen years 
later in 1663, : 


Continuing further with the will as to the mention made of an heir, it be- 
comes quite evident that this possible heir did appear and was a posthumous 
child--also named William. This conclusion seems inevitable from the follow- 
ing which is from the Plymouth records: 


"Know all men by these presents, that I, William Palmer of Plymouth, 
cooper, son of William Palmer of Duxburrow, Nayler, deceased, have 
received of Mr. Wm. Bradford, Mr. Edw. Winslow and Mr. Thomas 
Prence, and by their order and appointment in money, cattle, goods 
and other disbursements at several times, the sum of fifty-one pounds, 
and now at this present a mare of three years old; in full of my portion 
left unto me by my father's last will and testament; and do by these 
presents fully release and acquit the said former executors from all 
former claims;---I have hereunto set my hand this 29th of April, 1659 
--- William Palmer." 


This William Palmer had just become of age, if born in 1638, the year 
following William Paimer's will, He married Susannah Cook, daughter of 
John Cook of Plymouth and soon went to Dartmouth, at which place the 
‘purchasers or old comers, '' so called, meaning the first settlers of Plymouth, 
chose land. 


This selection of land was ordered at General Court at Plymouth on Mar. 
3, 1639/40 where it was agreed that the purchasers or old comers should make 
choice of two or three plantations for themselves and their heirs by the 
December next court and on Dec. 1, 1640, they had made choice of three places 
as follows: (1) from Yarmouth, east: (2) Acconquesse from west of Point 
Peritt to Acqussent River and 8 miles back from the sea; and (3) from Sowam- 
set River to Patuckquett River with Causumpsit neck. Fifty-eight names in 
all are given including William Palmer, one share (Ply. Rec. , Vol. I, pp. 4,5, 
177). A further account of this William Palmer will be given later. 
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We have thus concluded that William the elder had at least two sons and 
perhaps three sons, each by the name of William as follows: 


1, The one who came over from England died 1636. 

2. The one born June 27, 1634, a son of the "'yeong 
weoman, '' and who died aged about three years and 
before his father, perhaps never named William, or 
changed to William after the death of the first ; 
William. 

3. William born 1638, also son of the ''yeong weoman, "' 
and who grew up and went to Dartmouth. 


As to what became of the "'yeong weoman'' we are not certain. She was 
his widow on Jan. 2, 1637/8 when she was a witness at Court together with 
her man servant, but there seems to be no further record of her. It has been 
argued by some that Mary Paddock, the widow of Robert, was the '"'yeong 
weoman, '' the wife of William Palmer, Sr., due to the fact that the birth of 
William Palmer on June 27, 1634 is listed among the children of Paddock and 
called "son-in-law," 


Although this is only an assumption, it seems quite plausible and if so, 
then the entry of the son, called "son-in-law, '' may refer to the posthumous 
son born 1638, who was reared by his mother who became the second wife of 
Robert Paddock, but the birth date being entered incorrectly as that of a 
previous child who died young. 


In this connection it is to be noted that the widow of Robert Paddock 
signed a consent regarding one of Paddock's children, as follows (Rec. , Vol. 1, 
p- 331): 

"Whereas Robert Paddock of Plymouth, lately deceased, did on his death 
bed dispose his son John Paddock, aged about five years, unto Capt. Thos. 
Willett, etc. ,'' and was "signed, Mary Paddock, widow'' and dated Nov. 1650. 


This John Paddock was the youngest child of Robert and was born in 1643, 
and if Mary had been the mother, she would hardly have given her consent to 
the giving away of her "baby boy'"', seven years of age. If Mary, the widow of 
Robert Paddock, was also the widow of William Palmer Sr., then her son 
William, born after his father's death, came into the Paddock family very 
naturally as ''son-in-law'' or step-son. An error could easily have been made 
in the date of birth of this William when the entry of the births of Paddocks. 
children was made, as the entry was made thirteen years later in 1663, but 
in the original Plymouth book it is clearly 1634. We have, therefore, concluded 
that Mary, the widow of Robert Paddock, was his second wife and was also the 
widow of William Palmer Sr., whom he called in his will the '"'yeong weoman'"!, 
Further searching may disprove this conclusion, but from the records as they 
exist, we feel justified in holding this belief, 


We have, therefore, as children of the original ancestor William Palmer, 
two sons by the name of William Palmer, whom we must carry.out. The first 
son William died without leaving any sons. Therefore, the male line of descent 
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is carried down only through the posthumous son William, b. 1638. As 
regards the William born June 27, 1634, we have concluded, as stated above, 
if he existed and was actually born on that date, that he died before the date 
gf his father's will, 


Then the reference to goodwife Paddock in the inventory dated Nov. 13, 
1637, must refer to the first wife of Paddock who must have taken care of a 
child of William Palmer Sr. born on June 27, 1634, or on some other date and 
who was the mother of all of the Paddock children. She must have died some- 
time after the birth of John Paddock, but perhaps not until 1645 or 1646. Then 
Paddock could have married Mary, the widow of William Palmer, Sr., and soon 
made application to the Court on Oct. 20, 1646, for what was due him for hig 
wife's help at the time of the birth of the child in 1634. It is quite certain that 
if Mary was the mother of John Paddock, whe would not have given her consent 
to give her child away, but the consent was given in Nov. of 1650 after the 
death of John Paddock. A thorough study of the records by both Erastus Devillo 
Palmer of Binghamton, New York and Horace W. Palmer, the auther hereof, 
justifies us in our conclusion as above outlined, namely, that William Palmer, 
cooper of Dartmouth, who signed the release in 1659 and William Palmer the 
posthumous child were one and the same person born in 1638, and that the birth 
entry of June 24, 1634, given in the list of the Paddock children actually re- 
ferred to a Palmer child that had previously died. *

It has been shown that the Plymouth General Court on Mar. 3, 1639/40 
decided on three places or plantations to be distributed to the "purchasers 
or old comers". These original purchasers included fifty-eight who were the 
first settlers in Plymouth and who came in the first three ships, the Mayflower, 
the Fortune and the Ann. William Palmer was among these fifty-eight and his 
share or right went to his son. The Indians gave a deed to this land Nov. 29, 
1652, signed by Massasoit and his son Wamsutta. . 


A group of these purchasers chose the second place, called Acconquesse 
or Achusnet. The town of Dartmouth was incorporated by the General Court 
of Plymouth Colony on June 8, 1664 to include all three of these places 
selected by the Court on Mar. 3, 1639/40. The original bounds of Dartmouth 
included the present towns of Dartmouth, Westport, New Bedford, Fairhaven 
and Achusnet. Those who came from Plymouth and Duxbury were John Cooke, 
Samuel Hicks, William Palmer, Samuel Cuthbert and the widow of John Jenne. 
All of them settled east of the Acushnet River on the site of the present town 
of Fairhaven. These Plymouth settlers did not come much before 1660, 

Other settlers included the families of Russell, Taber, Hathaway, Howland, 
Briggs, Slocum, West and Wood. 


The Plymouth records show that William Palmer was a creditor of the 
estate of William Bradford Sr. as listed in the inventory dated May 22, 1657 
(Mayf. Vol.2,p. 234). On Mar. 24, 1660/1, William Palmer, cooper of 
Accushenah in the jurisdiction of Plymouth, deeded land to John Barnes (Mayf. 
Vol. 17,p. 42). On june 5, 1666 William Palmer was chosen constable for 
Dartmouth at the General Court of Elections (Ply. Col. Rec., Vol. 4,p. 223). 
At the General Court at Plymouth on Oct. 25, 1668 William Palmer was on the 
jury in the action of John Dojed against Mary Robinson of Rehoboth (Ply. Col. 
Rec., Vol. 7,p. 151). 


A list of freemen in Plymouth made by the General Court on May 29, 1670 
by towns, has seven for Dartmouth, including William Palmer (Vol. 5, p. 274). 
At the same court on June 5, 1671 he was appointed one of three surveyors of 
highways for Dartmouth and he was again appointed on June 3, 1672 (Vol. 5, p. 58, 
93). He was on a grand inquest at Court on June 3, 1673 (Vol. 5, p.114). June 3, 
1674 he was one of three selectmen or representatives from Dartmouth to the 
General Court at Plymouth (Vol. 5, 144). 


This region was devastated by the Indians in the summer of 1675 during 
King Philip's War. The inhabitants built garrisons for their safety. Cooke 
had one east of the river, Russell had one west of the river, and there was one 
on Palmer's Island in the Accushnet River, probably erected by William Palmer.

The settlement east of the river was burned early in June 1675 and most of 
the inhabitants fled to Cooke's garrison. William Palmer was on his way ta 
this garrison when he was ambushed and killed by the Indians. There is no 
account as to how his family escaped (N.E., Vol.15, p. 266). 

An inventory of the estate was dated June 30, 1675 and was presented 
to the Court at Plymouth on June 3, 1679 by Susannah Palmer, the widow, the 
total of the estate being 122 pounds, 12 shillings, 6 pence. Letters of Admin- 
istration were granted to the widow, Susannah Palmer, of Dartmouth on 
June 3, 1679 and John Russell and William Briggs were appointed overseers 
to aid the widow. It was also ordered that the widow should have the improve- 
ment of the whole estate until the children became of age and one-third of the 
personalty forever and one-third of the profits of the land until her death, also 
that the eldest son was to have a double portion and the other children equal 
portions of the remainder (Ply. Col. Rec. , Vol. VI, p.13; Ply. Co. Probate, Vol. 
4,p. 32). 


William Palmer probably lived at one time on an island near the mouth 
of the Acushnet River, as the island was called ''Palmer's Island". This island 
may have been deeded to him as a gift by John Cooke. It has been said that 
John Cooke had a great desire to own islands. However, William Palmer also 
had land extending east of the river and perhaps had his home at this place. 
John Cooke also lived on the east side on the river, not far away. 


John Cooke was probably the most influential man in Dartmouth at this 
time. He was one of the first representatives to the General Court of Plymouth 
and continued as such for twenty years. He died in 1695. His will is dated 
Nov. 9, 1694. In it he mentioned five daughters but not mention is made of his 
daughter Susannah who married William Palmer nor of a daughter who married 
William Wood. John Cooke was the son of Francis Cooke who came in the 
Mayflower. 


The authority for stating that Susannah, the wife of William Palmer, was 
a daughter of John Cooke is given in the West Genealogy, bound in book form, 
which consists of clippings taken from the Newport, R.I. Mercury by Mrs. 
Harriet Ruth Waters Cooke in which the children of John Cooke and his wife 
Sarah Warren are given as follows: (1) Sarah b. 1635, m, Arthur Hathaway Nov. 
20, 1652; (2) Elizabeth b. 1638, m. Daniel Wilcox; (3) Hester, b. 1650, .m. Thomas 
Taber; (4) Mary b. 1652, m. Philip Tabor; (5) Mercy b. 1654, m. Stephen West; 
(6) Daughter, m. William Wood; (7) Daughter, m. William Palmer. 


The authority for the last two daughters is found in a deed from John Cooke 
to William Palmer and William Wood which recites "for the leve he bore their 
Wives, his daughters. '' The West Genealogy does not state where this deed is 
recorded nor is the date given, but the deed must have been recorded in some place 
or a record of the deed or the very deed itself handed down through some members 
of the family. It is unfortunate that the names and dates of births of these last 
two daughters are not given with the others, but as there is a period of twelve 
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years between the birth of Elizabeth in 1638 and of Hester in 1650, it would 
seem quite probable that Susannah and the other unnamed daughter were born 
between those dates. This would make Susannah of suitable age to have married 
William Palmer. As their oldest child was born 1663, Susannah was probably 
born between 1640 and 1644, | 


Susannah probably married for her second husband one Northaway and 
died before Nov. 8, 1704 as appears by a deed dated Nov. 8, 1704 by William 
and John Palmer, both of Little Compton, yeomen, to 'our brother Joseph 
Palmer of Tiverton'' of land in Tiverton that "our mother" purchased of Edward 
Gray (Vol.10, p.174, Bristol Co.), and also by a deed dated Mar. 2, 1701/2 
from Edward Gray of Tiverton to Susannah Northaway of Little Compton, widow, 
of land in Tiverton bounded by land of Joseph Palmer (Vol,10, p. 173). 


We can find a record of only three children. There could have been others 
born between 1667 and 1675,

John first appeared in the records under date of Dec. 25, 1688 when he 
deeded land in Little Compton with wife Elizabeth, and he is recited as being a 
carpenter" and of Little Compton (Vol. 5, p. 138, Bristol Co.) No statement 
is given as to when he was deeded this land but the first deed of land in Little 
Compton to John was under date of Sept. 1, 1790 when he was again called 
"carpenter" of Little Compton (Vol.2, p. 215). He probably went to Little 
Compton with his brother William and continued to reside there the rest of 
his life. He was married there and all of his children were born in Little Compton. 


On Feb. 12, 1693/4 John Palmer of Little Compton deeded to Joseph Allen 
land in Dartmouth, formerly of William Palmer of Dartmouth deceased (Vol. 1, 
p. 258, Bristol Co.). Several deeds recite him as carpenter and in the later 
deeds he is called ''Gentleman''. On Apr. 4, 1727 John qf Little Compton, 
Gentleman, deeded to his son Job, of Little Compton, carpenter, 1/4 A. in 
Little Compton bounded by the farm "where I now dwell" (Vol.17, p. 354). On 
Oct. 11, 1733, John of Little Compton Gentleman, deeded to Ichabod Willington 
his dwelling house and lot in Little Compton (Vol. 23, p. 216). He continued to 
have various land transactions throughout the greater part of his life. He was a 
deputy to the General Court in 1702. 


His will is dated Apr. 10, 1745, probated Dec. 7, 1752. In which he men- 
tioned his wife Sarah and children as follows: John, Edward, Job, Aaron, William, 
Henry, Moses, Simeon, Sarah Wilbor and Elizabeth Southworth. He appointed 
Simeon Executor and in mentioning sons Aaron and William he qualified their leg- 
acies by the words "if living", (L.C. Probate Vol. 1, p. 134). He is styled 
"Gentleman" in his will. Children by first wife born in Little Compton (R.I., Vol. 
4, p. 139):

William resided in Dartmouth after marriage where several of his chil- 
dren were born and their births are recorded on the Dartmouth records. His 
residence there was probably due to the Taber Family. Thomas Taber married 
Esther (or Hester) Cooke 1667, daughter of John and Sarah (Warren) Cooke, who 
had another daughter, Susannah Cooke, who married William Palmer, the grand- 
father of this William Palmer. Thomas and Esther (Cooke) Taber had a son 
Thomas who married Rebecca Harlow July 4, 1700, and it was their daughter 
Esther who was married to this William Palmer. Rebecca Harlow was born 
1678 in Plymouth and was the daughter of Samuel and Priscilla Harlow. Thomas 
and Rebecca (Harlow) Taber also had children as follows: Amaziah, Samuel, 
Seth and Jonathan. It is thus seen how the names of Thomas, Amaziah, Samuel 
and Priscilla were given to the children of William and Esther (Taber) Palmer. 
(Taber Gen. , 1924, p. 5). 


William was voted by the town of Dartmouth in 1728 to teach in that town, 
being one of three schoolmasters (T.R.) Again at a town*meeting in Dartmouth 
on Mar. 23, 1734 William was selected as a Schoolmaster at 50 pounds per 
year and he was also to have the right to teach the art of navigation (T.R. Hist. 
of Bristol Co., Mass. p. 199). The first person to be admitted to full communion 
in the church at Dartmouth was Esther Palmer on Jan. 24, 1730 (Hist. of Acushnet 
p. 208). 


William was next found in Tiverton as is seen by a deed dated July 10, 1738, 
whereby William Palmer, "schoolmaster" of Tiverton was deeded 35 acres of 
land in Tiverton east of Boltons Swamp by Joseph and Abraham Ashby of Roches~ 
ter, Mass. (Vol. 30, p. 139, Bristol Co.). This was about the time he moved from 
Dartmouth. Tiverton was at that time in Massachusetts and included territory 
now within the towns of Fall River and Freetown in Bristol Co. This land east of 
Bolton's Swamp is now in the town of Freetown. In 1747 Tiverton was set off 
from Mass. and became a part of R.I. Freetown was erected as a separate town. 
Evidently William resided in the one locality in Freetown from the time he left 
Dartmouth. The first birth record of his children in Freetown was on Feb. 15,1738. 


On Nov. 30,1742, William of Tiverton, 'Schoolmaster'', deeded to Moses 
Mendell 35 A. in the great Cedar Swamp, or Bolton's Swamp, being the same 
land that was deeded to him on July 10, 1738 (Vol. 34, p. 419). On Jan. 30, 1748/9 
William of Freetown, "Schoolmaster'' , was deeded by Paul and Lemuel Mendell 
land in Freetown, "formerly in Tiverton in Potasset east of Bolton's Swamp" be- 
ing the same land deeded by William Palmer to their father, Moses, On Nov. 30, 
1742 (Vol. 51, p.561) Oct. 12, 1771, William of Freetown, Schoolmaster, deeded 
to Hezekiah Mason of Freetown land in Freetown in the Great Cedar Swamp, or 
Bolton's Swamp, and Samuel and Mary Palmer were witnesses (Vol. 6, p. 192) 
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William continued to reside in Freetown until his death. Each of the 
above deeds recite him as ''schoolmaster''. Also, on Mar. 20, 1769 the town 
of Freetown voted William Palmer 24 pounds, 15 shillings, 10 pence for keep- 
ing school for seven months. All records indicate that he was a schoolmaster 
all, his life. 


The will of William Palmer of Freetown is dated Mar. 21, 1774 and was 
probated Feb. 27, 1775, in which he was called ''Schoolmaster'' and mentioned 
wife Esther; son Samuel to be executor; son Thomas to have $1. 00 ''for the 
education I have given him is more than I have given to the rest of my children"; 
grandson John "'the share his father would have received;'" grandson Amaziah 
$1.00 "which I intended to give his father;'' a legacy to son Beriah and library

Samuel was executor of his father's estate in Freetown. On Mar. 29, 1775 
there was a division of land in Freetown by William and Sarah Le Baron 
and Samuel Palmer et al of Freetown (Vol. 67, p. 399, Bristol Co.) 

On Jan. 28, 1777 Samuel Palmer of Freetown, yeoman, deeded to Seth 
Hillman of Freetown a house and land. The deed was signed by Samuel, 
wife Mary and mother Esther Palmer (Vol. 78, p.13). No doubt this was 
the sale of the homestead property of his father. 


Samuel probably moved to Columbia Co., N.Y. in 1777 after the sale of this 
property. Samuel Palmer, with others, signed a petition to Gov. Clinton by 

the inhabitants of Claverack, setting forth grievances in connection with military 
service. This petition was not dated, but Gov. Clinton answered it under date of 
July 7, 1780 (Paper of Gov. Clinton). The name of Samuel Palmer appears ona 
Land Bounty Right by members of a class of which he was Superintendent in Col, 
Van Ness' Regiment of Albany Co. dated Oct. 10, 1782 (Papers in the Comptroller's 
Office, Albany). The name of Samuel Palmer appears on an account dated at 
Claverack Jan. 10, 1783 which shows that he was a private in Col. Van Ness' Reg- 
iment and that he received a bounty of 25 shillings (Record from the Military 
Secretary of the War Dept., Washington, D.C.) He also received land bounty 
right as a private in the 9th. Albany Co. Reg. of militia (N.Y. in the Rev. by 
Roberts). 


Samuel was in the 1790 U.S. Census in Hillsdale, Columbia Co. , with one 
male beside himself over 16 years and six females. We have no record of his 
children. We are certain that he had at least two children, Gamaliel and John, 
but we are not certain of the others, although we have given him three additional 
sons and also a daughter, Esther, named for his mother. Samuel probably con- 
tinued to live in Hillsdale the rest of his life. He was in the U.S. Census of 1880 
in Hillsdale with his wife, both over 45 years of age, one daughter between 26 and 
45 years, one son and two daughters between 16 and 26. In the same census in 
Hillsdale appeared Gamaliel and John Palmer, both of whom must have been his 
children.

John went with his parents to Columbia Co.. He was in the Rev.. In 1790 

he was in Rensselaerville, Albany Co, in the U.S. census of that year alone 
and his brother Gamaliel was also in the same town in that census. He was 
next found in Cayuga Co., N.Y. by 1819 in Scipio, by 1820 in Genoa and soon 
thereafter in Venice with Gamaliel. On June 6, 1820, John Palmer of Genoa 
was deeded land in the town of Locke (Vol. FF, p.227, Cayuga Co.).

Gamaliel went with his parents to Columbia Co., N.Y. about1777. He 
was in the Revolutionary War in the 9th Albany (later Columbia) Co. Reg. under 
Col. Van Ness, together with his father Samuel. 


After the war he moved to Rensselaerville, Albany Co. and was in the 
1790 U.S. census in that town with one male over 16, being himself, one male 
under 16 and four females. His brother John was in the same census in that 
town. However, he must have returned to Hillsdale, for on Sept. 15, 1804 
Gamaliel Palmer of Hillsdale was deeded land in Scipio, Cayuga Co., N.Y. 
by Philip Conine Jr. of Coxsackie, and on Feb. 5, 1805 he gave a mortgage 
on that property (Vol. P, p.16; Vol. B, p.36, Cayuga Co.). This shows 
about the time he moved to Cayuga Co. 


On Sept. 29, 1811, Gamaliel and wife Sabra of Scipio deeded land in that 
town (Vol. L, p.527). On May 15, 1828, Gamaliel of Venice, Cayuga Co. 
deeded land in Scipio to his son Thomas of Venice (Vol. Il, p. 369). 


The will of Gamaliel Palmer of Venice is dated June 9, 1827, probated 
Aug. 28, 1828, in which he mentioned his wife Sabra and children Samuel, 
William, Thomas, Leonard, Abijah and daughter Lois Slosson (Vol, C-l, 
p. 289, Cayuga Co.). On Aug. 15, 1829, Sabra Palmer, Abijah Palmer and 
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wife Alma, Rufus Slosson and wife Lois, all of Venice Cayuga Co., William 
Palmer and wife Jerusha, Thomas Palmer and wife Laura, Leonard Palmer 
and wife Amanda of the town of Almond, and Samuel Palmer and wife Clarissa 
of Somerset, Niagara Co., N. Y., deeded land in Venice that was the property 
of their father Gamaliel, and Lucius Palmer was witness to this deed. Thomas 
and Leonard acknowledged this deed in Allegany Co., William acknowledged it 
in Cattaraugus Co. and the others acknowledged it in Cayuga Co. (Vol, - p. - 
Cayuga Co. ). 


Sabra, the wife of Gamaliel, was probably the daughter of Thomas Brown, 
as is seen by a deed dated Jan. 17, 1810, by which the heirs of Thomas Brown 
deeded land in the town of Richfield, Otsego Co., N. Y., the heirs who signed 
the deed being Daniel Brown, Uriah Curtis Brown, Isaac Brown, Thomas 
Brown, Abijah Brown, Lyman Brown, Susannah Brown, Diana Brown, Polly 
King and Gamaliel Palmer and wife Sabra. The deed was acknowledged by 
Gamaliel in Otsego Co. Aug. 24, 1810, and by Sabra in Cayuga Co. on Feb. 

15, 1811 (Vol. M, p.549, Ots. Co.) The record also shows that Abijah B. Brown 
and wife Nancy were also residing in Cayuga Co. at about this time. 


Gamaliel was in the 1800 U.S. Census in Hillsdale, Columbia Co., N. Y. 
with himself and wife between 26 and 45 years of age, two sons and two 
daughters between 10 and 16 years, and two sons and one daughter under ten 
years of age. He is also listed in the 1800 U.S. Census for Rensselaerville, 
Albany Co., with himself and wife between 26 and 45 years of age, one son and 
two daughters between 10 and 16 years, and three sons under 10 years of age. 

It may be that he was actually living in Rensselaerville in 1800 and the census 
record of Hillsdale was based upon property he may still have owned in Hillsdale.

Amaziah was a resident of Dartmouth at time of marriage. His wife 
was of Edgartown, Martha's Vineyard, and she died and was buried there, 
Amaziah probably moved to Edgartown after marriage and lived there the 
rest of his life.

Amaziah was in the Revolutionary War and was for one year a mariner 
on the frigate ''Warren' under Capt. John Hopkins. He then went to Columbia 
Co., N.Y. and was at first in the Continental levies under Col. Graham in the 
6th regiment of Dutchess Co. He was later in the 12th Reg. of Saratoga Co, 
together with his uncle Beriah Palmer, who was from Half Moon and Ballston. 
He received a pension in 1818 and after his death his widow Rebecca was pen- 
sioned and she was living as late as 1851. 


In 1819, Gamaliel Palmer and John Palmer, brothers, (and cousins of 
Amaziah), of Scipio, Cayuga Co., N.Y. , in connection with the pension of 
Amaziah, stated that Amaziah was brought up in their father's family and that 
they lived in Freetown, Bristol Co., Mass.
